Group I, claims 1-14 and 18-20, drawn to an invention that is related to setting a target degree of 
color and performing color processing based on the target. 

Group II, claims 15-17 and 21-23, drawn to an invention that is an invention for performing 
image processing on a predetermined region and the predetermined region is a region that is 
specified by comparing gradation properties of the image signal and the processed signal. 

These two groups are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under 

PCT Rule 13.1 because the first group is dealing with color signals of an image and the second 
group deals with gradation signal of a predetermined region of an image.
